According to a preliminary estimate, | 
wool production in Canada in 19388 is 
placed at 18,915,000 1b., as compared} 
with 18,957,000 Ib. in 1937, and 18,940,- 
000 1b, in1936. The number of sheep 
in Canada in 1938 is estimated at} 
3,415,000 compared with 3,342,000 in| 
1937, and 3,329,000 in 1936, In the! 
1938-39 season importation of wool are} 
set down at 5,100 bales from Australia, 
2,700,000 lb. from New Zealand, and 
1,200,000 lb, re-export from the United 
Kingdom. 

From January 1 to February 23, 
1939,cattle exports from Canada to the 
United States totaled 36,549 as against 
6,629 during the coresponnding period 
of 1938, The number of calves ex- 
ported was 5,984 compared wth 7,108 | 
in the smilar period of 1938.

On farms shipping milk ot city mar. 
kets there was an increase of nearyl 
$200 in Labour Earnings for every 
increase of 1500 lb. production per cow 
up to 9,000 lb. but on farms with a} 
production exceedingthis mark a slight} 
decrease of Labour Earnings was dis- 
closed, On these farms a high produc 
tion may be obtained by paying less 
attention to some other farm work. 
With each increase of 1,500 lb. produc- 
tion per cow, the cost of production 
per 100 lb, was reduced by approxi- 
mately 15 cents.
